AN INTERESTIIVO THEOKV. 

The L.a\v of Sex Discovcrcit 
and Carefnll)' Analyzed. 

{London Athcnsoum.) 

The author claims to make known "a 
now discovery of a great law of nature, 
nothing less than the law which governs 
tho sexes, and whereby the sex of olF- 
springcan be controlled." He has work 
ed for twenty years at the subject, care- 
fully counting the number of boys aud 
giilo ill faeuilioo of bio naiiiintance,?, 
summing up the characteristics and 
taking the protraits of the parents, and 
reading Darwin and other authors who 
have handled the question. The g^eat 
discovery is the law that "sex is deter- 
mined by what it shall designate as the 
superior parent; al-so that tbe superior 
parent produces the oppo.site sex;" that 
is to say, that if the husband is sup- 
erior to the wife tho family will consist 
mostly of girls, and vice versa. Hence, 
as the author explains, results tbe pre- 
servation of tho balance of the sexes, 
for in the next generation tbe girls, in- 
heriting their falherr,' su[)eriority, will 
in most cases, produce families with a 
larger proportion of boys. In furture 
there will be no need to try in order 
to determine who rules the roost in 
one's neighbor's family — it will only be 
necessary to count his boys and girls in 
order to determine the point; hence it 
is to be expected that the de.iira for 
male offspring will scarcely remain so 
strongly developed in fathers as hith- 
erto. 

Dark complexion is superior to light, 
dark plants and trees are the mosr. 
hardy and the dark horses th>< best. A 
scjuar forehead anrl prominent \einsare 
"superior;" a large proniiiiint eye 
(which "indicates conversational pow- 
er") is the re'/erse. But the best in- 
dication of superiority is a large and 
prominent nose, Roman or aquiline, 
full a third the length of the face. 
As an illustration of the rceihod of 
summing up tho oharacttTistics of 
parents from tho rules laiti down, the 
several protraits of opposite sex given 
in the plates aro hypothetically mar 
ried, pair by pair, and their superiority 
or inferiority is estiina'ed numerically, 
100 being taken as a standard number;

B,, a man of genius, with large head 
and slender body, with a corpulent wife, 
of EQoderata intelligence, bad five dau- 
ghters. Mme. A., a strong woman with 
niftsculine voice and slightly bearded 
chin, had seven children, uU sons.

His wife was of 
consumptive tendency, of literary 
tastes, but with aa infantile nose and 
an expressioA of general inefficiency, 
' Imagine my surprise when I found they 
had three boys."

WOMAN'S SUFb'RAGE. 

It 13 gratifyint; to observe that the 
woman's sutl'nige question has already 
made iomo prcign.'-SB iii tlii.s province, iil- 
though it is only n ahurt timi; .siiico the 
matter was brouj-lit before Iho public f.nd 
introduced into the house by tho Hon. 
Mr. Drake by an amondinont to tho 
"qualiBciition and registration of voters 
act," which would entitle women to vote 
for the election of candidates for tho local 
legislature. The first stop or, as Mr. 
Dingwall put it, "tho thin udgo of tho 
wedge" may bo suid to have bcoii iufiorted 
in the debate on the bill "to amend the 
public school act," when that gentlemans 
amendinont to .scoii. a 10. striking out 
the word-- '•.■\uu iIr! wh'o of any sucli 
houBeholder or fi(:eh"!uoi-" was lost, there- 
by enablin;; woiiioii to vote at schnol 
meetinpR for tho election of trustees. 
Some of tho members of tho house, prob- 
ably froma conservative view of theiibrupt- 
ness with which the new revelation ha.s 
dawned upon tliein. or pos.sibly the v.\- 
perieiico ot home K :.'i';latiiin on this prin- 
ciplo, Hi'ciii lo vunv it with sotnu tiuspi- 
cioi). .Some even iing:iUi'.nilyc.\pres3 foiira 
that wijiiion, from voting for candidates 
fo^ iho Icyi^'lature, might work their way 
way into the house, and then, they say- 
that they would bo talked to death. But 
really matters would not bo much wor.io, 
if any , and till, (I'.U'st ion of tho relative 
loquacity of the ac.\o.'* is certainly a de- 
batable one. The writer's experience is, 
that take an average assembly of men met 
to discuss any bubject, there is quite 
enough needless loquacity, and tluit a 
women's business meeting' would piobabiy 
put It to the blush in tli'i diroctne.sa with 
which conclusions wcnild Le arrived ut. .Vi! 
assembly coiupo.scd uf womou and inun 
"jecnvouRi no viuweil m ditluveiit lights 
trom the i]:!Iui'i;nt st.indpiiinls of the 
sexes, and the combined view would prob- 
ably be almost mentally stereoscopic in 
its completeness. Whatever the women 
might do, it is often very curious to ob- 
serve wluit iin anio.uit of projudicu, 
■wroug-headcdness, nanow-iniiidedness, 
circumlocution and iKiionuico of tho sub- 
ject a ma!o assembly can wtrui^'Ljle to a 
conclusion on any subject, and tho wmi- 
dor is somoliiiios they ever get ihuro at 
all. So the les-i said on that suliject the 
better. iMuny slmcknig thin','H li;ive also 
been aaid iiboul tlio uiischitivous ell'octj 
which admitting women to the franchise 
would'have; bow it would create ill feel- 
ing and division in families, for instance. 
This is, of course, all very fine to talk 
about; but it is ncit likely to occur in 
actual fact. If women were admitted to 
tho franchise probably the chief difficulty 
would bo in yetting tlitiiii to go to the 
polls, e-xcept m isolated instances; but if 
they did vote they would, as a rule, take 
the side of the head or male members of 
tho family, whniii they would be vriry 
likely to intiuenco in h favor.ible luaiiiioi- 
as to the sulectinu of a e;indiduto. IJow 
the single women voters (women uncon- 
nected with families^ might exercise their 
privilege, it would be difUoulty to say; 
but as they would probably be only a 
small minority it is not necessary. This 
BocmM to bo the nnionnt of the women's 
franchise. The difliculty may bo to got 
them to vote, they will constitute a valua- 
ble element for holding in check the more 
unscrupulous portion of the male fran- 
chise which e.xi.siH in all eonntriea :iiul in 
this way reiuler vaiu:ible Hervico to the 
state. It i.i probable tho long felt need 
of such a cheek that ha.s liad niucii tn do 
in forw-urdiiig the uiovuniunt which has 
originated in the fact that women have 
been forced more to thQ front in the battle 
of life and have therefore acquired the 
right to have a voice in directing the con- 
ditions under which it shall be cairiedon.

Indian Reservations: their Pro- 
per Uses. 

To THE EniToii.— In the daily of Tueu- 
day, January 15th, is roported a debate in 
the legislative aaaoinbly or. Indian ronor- 
vations, and liaving b.ad r itlier more than 
half a century's intimate experience of 
him, I take deep interest in whatever con- 
corns the Indian. 

More than forty-fivo years sgn.nhfin in 
tho service ot the Hudson Bay Co .as sur- 
geon and clerk at tiioii- chief po.st in tho 
west. Fort Vancouver on Columbia river, 
I did some missionary work, acting as in- 
terpreter. 

3Iy willing coadjutor in this self im- 
posed duty, wan the late Sir Jaine.'i Doug- 
las, then in his early primu, afterwards 
our firat snd very able governor here, and 
whoso memory i.s held in grateful and 
kindly remembrance by British Colum- 
b;.3ua. 

Oar teachings did not got much beyond 



God, immortality and tho ten command- 
ments, and by a clever device of. my 
shrewd and already experienced associato 
a largo congregation was generally secur- 
ed. -A.ftor teaching and singing were over, 
a white man in attendanco distributed 
biscuit and molasses to young and old of 
the assembly of different tribes. In after 
years the*'bread and molassea institution," 
ns at the time it was jocularly 
termed, formed an occasional subject of 
ploaaiint discourse between Sir James and 
myself. Wo had proof as regards tho poor 
Kliketata, our most uumoruus and stead- 
fast pupils, the words spoken had not been 
altogether wasted on "the desert air." 

To the early missionaries on the Col- 
umbia Preabytetian,' Methodist and Ro- 
man Catholic heroin named in the order 
of thoir advent 1 gave aid in writing for 
the'u Chinook jargon vocabularies and 
oQicially in hiring for thorn Indian crows 
and canoes, oto., etc. In duo time a 
worthy Alothodist ■ miasionary at tho 
Columbia Dalles, H. K. W. Pnrkius, re- 
ciprocated by sending me the 
Lord's Prayer and a hymn In the Kliko- 
tut dialect of Slahaplani or Nezperio.s. 
This I could speak well enough fortntd- 
ing purposes. 

By roforenco to an old journal it ap- 
pears that in 1839 seventeen vocabularies 
of difl'erent Indian dialects were sent homo 
by mo. These wont to the late Dr. John 
Sconlor,an industrious and able naturalist, 
then of tho Andorsonian Utiivoraity, Glas- 
gow, but latterly a professor in Dublin. 
In 1828 in a company's ship tho doctor 
had been at Vancouver and up the coast. 

By recent roforcnea to "liaiicroft's Na- 
tive races of the Pacific States" I observe 
that the vocabularioa in question wore 
printed in tho journals of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society of tho day. 

These prolirainarica are given to i\\o\i 
to new comers and to those iu distant 
filaces reached by Tht Colonist that on In 
dian matters I have some justification in 
seeing into print. 

On my young friends of tho legislative 
assembly I would urge the advisability of 
thoir looking over ore next debate on In- 
dian reservations, "13. C. papers connect- 
ed with the Indian Land Question, 1850- 
1875," as well as tho B. C. portion of tho 
"Dominion Annual Report of the De- 
partment of Indian AUaira for the year 
ending Slst December, 1882."

To THK Editoh: — Allow me space in your 
pa|)er to ventilate a few of the griovencus 
under whicb wo Hufler, cauHcd Iij' the irreg- 
ularity and inetHoieiiey of our mail service. 
I iiin well aware that I may be stirring up u 
hornet's nest, but if the i\gitation ruaults in 
good to tho public I shall not have written 
iu vaiti. 

First, to relieve the express company of 
some of the responsibility for delayed ami 
miscarried letters, we are ufllicted with a 
postmaster at Bpenco's bridge who furniKbe.s 
but too fitting a type of tho dwellers in 
James Thompson's "Castle of Indolence. " 

Secondly, you are aware that our weekly 
mail service Iroiii Si)ence's bridge to Kani- 
loops came into operation in October lu.sl. 
Our expectations from such a serviee, com- 
parod to the former seini-monthly plan, are 
only etiualled V)y our disappointmeut in the 
manner in whicb it is performed. 

The contract called for a weekly mail to 
leave Sponce's bridge Tuesday morning and 
return Friday night, aud was awarded to 
tho B. C. Express Company. They eoin- 
nitneed by leaving Spenee's bridge on Fri- 
day iiud returning Tuesday, obviously to 
suit their own couvenienco; for, as We re- 
eeived tho mail on Friday that wo should 
W't) were ilot beheiuieu^ ■ ■/l^Ma'C/h"\,/i}t-\t'},n 
they coninieuced running on sjieeiried time, 
or as nearly ns po.ssible, and eoiitiinu-d so 
for two or three trips. Now tliey leave 
Si)enoe'B bridge on Tuesday and return on 
the follow-iug ilouday — three days behind 
time — sometimes waiting fOF tho arrival of 
the mail from Yale and sometimes not. 

Apart from the inconvenience of such a 
system, the poist I would like to ascertain 
is this: From whence have they tho author- 
ity to change the time and stretch the liuiits 
of tho contract? It becomes a .serious ()UeH- 
tion when looked at in this light; If, when 
tendering, they knew they had the"the pow er 
behind tho scenes" to fulfil tho contract in 
the way most convenient to themselves, 
clearly they could tender lower tlian others 
not posses.sed of such knowledge. Hut if it 
so transpires (as is generully believed) tbut 
their tender was not by any meant; the low- 
est, what then? I leave it to a diHcriiuinat- 
ing public to answer. To me it has very 
much the appearance of a "exit and dried" 
.'ifTair. 

The distribution of the way mail is also 
very un.satisfactory. 

There may be some reasonalilc e>:eiiHe for 
not fuItUling the coiitraet to the letter at 
eertaiii Heascnis of the year, but surely nut 
the latitude they have taken. 

When wo can r.ount ou getiinj/ mir mail 
with any degroo of regularity, aud iu less 
than ten daya from Viotoria, I wiU again 
become your sabBCtiber. A. Irwin .

An Admiral's Home. 

To THE KniTon: — I would advocate, with 
"Civis, " the ertetiou of u hoUHe for the ad- 
miral of the station at or near F.sfiuiniiilt. 
The advantages, both social and inereanlile, 
that aciaue to Victoria from the pre.si-nce uf 
tho flagship are so well understood that the 
idea should only reijuiro vontillation and 
dincussion to elicit a strong expression of 
opinion in its favor. But apart from the 
dureot and -present argnmonts for the 
Bchemo, which will suggest thomBolveB to 
every mind, there is another of a more ul- 
terior nature that ought to have weight 
■with all true Victorians. The more we can 
do to-day towards increasing tho importance 
of Victoria; the more wo can do to-day 
towards conceutrafiug Imperial intorests in 
our immedinto neighborhood, tho greater 
and more important will be tho position of 
Victoria hereafter, when the population of 
tho province will be counted by its fifties of 
thousands instead of by its tens, and when 
other cities will have come into existence j 
and active competition with the capital. 
' Already a steady current of prosperity 
has sot in, with an increasing revenue into 
both provincial and city chests, and the 
S12,000 or $15,000 nece-jsary should be 
willingly voted Esquimau, especially, 
ought to bo ready t-o take its share of tho 
oxpeudituro. It is a matter that tho board 
of trade might well take action upon, and 
their advocacy of it would much conduce 
towards its auccoss. 

On one point I do not agree with "Civis." 
I think tho cspondituro should bo entirely 
from local funds. If wo wait for assistance 
from the Dominion government we shall 
have to wait bo long that in all probability 
the scheme will fall through; and as it is 
one of a purely provincial eharactor I do 
not 800 how tho general government can b 
asked to siibseribe. Advoc.^tk.

The following is a copy of the act in- 
troduced iijio tho house by tho Attorney- 
go neral: 

An act respecting tho storage of gunpow- 
der and other explosive substances: 

1. No powder ma.^azino shall bo kept 
or erected within the limits of any town 
or city in tho province, nor within three 
milos thereof. , 

2. The lieui'enant-governor in council 
shall from time to time inakuall necossary 
regulation.s eoniiistent with tho provisions 
of this act for tiio receipt, convoyanco, 
storage aud delivery of gunpowder, iiitro - 
glycerino or any other explosive subatanco 
in towns and cities, and within three mile.s 
of tho limits thuroof. 

3. No gunpowder, nitro-alycerino or 
other explosive substance shall be stored, 
ke'pt, convoyed, received or ileliverod 
within tliree miles of any town or city, nor 
within half a milo from any main road or 
dwolliiig liouio, exci-pl in accord.-mco with 
the regulations niado, or to bo made, by 
virtno ot tho List preceding Hoction. 

4 Kvery building used forstorageor keep- 
ing of any quantity of gunpowder, nitro- 
glycerine or other explosive fliibstancn o.t- 
ccodiiig oiui hundred pounds in weight, 
shall be deemed a powder magazine within 
the meaning of this act. 

o. No person shall keep or use any 
powder magazine for the storage of gun- 
powder, niiro-glycorine or other explosive 
substance without previously obtaining a 
license from such otticer us tho said regu- 
lations of tho lieutenant-governor in coun- 
cil shall designate for that purpose; such 
license shall hist for one year only and a 
sum of not less than twonty-6vo dollars 
shall bo paid therefor to such oQicer; and 
any person keeping or using any powder 
inaga/.ine without such license shall in- 
cur and pay a penalty of five hundred dol- 
lars. 

G. Every powder mai£azme nhAl bo of 
the folluwin;.-; deacriplion: 

(ci) I'he wall dliall be built of brick or 
stone and bo of tho thickness of at lea.-^t 
two feet, and it shall be covered with a 
tiro proof roof made of luetal and attached 
to the building by no other means tliaii 
its own weight. 

(^b) It shall bo surrounded at a clear dis- 
tance of at least ton feet by a wall of stoneoi- 
brick at least ten feet high, coped with 
stone, and having but one opouing, the 
door in which shall be covered with brass,

Ouring moist, iiot weather, the sap 
vessels of the plants become ruptured, 
aud fungoid germs attach themselves 
rapidly. If the plants, some scicnti^tH 
think, an; healthy and vigorous, they 
resist r.lio attempt of tin! |iarasito to 
ertabli.sh it;se!f, much as healthy animalH 
refuse to bocoiiio the abode of parasites 
which thrive on their weaker fellows. 
Anything, therefore, which weakens 
the vitality of the Wheat plant rendera 
it liablo to bpcoino tlie prpy of rti.'^t. 
Exhaustion of food elftnonts in the .soil, 
tho prnaeiic'j nljoiit liie roots of sour, 
stagnant water; .sowing to late in the 
fall for proper development to resist 
the winter, are amoug common and 
easilw prevontibie causes that predis- 
pose to rust. Of non-preventili'e cauees 
hard winters ur.d Cjld, backward 
.springs wliich ]jrevent the healtliy 
developmeu of the wheat plant, ane 
among the nio-it prominent, iiu.xt, of 
cour.-ie, to waruith and moisture.

(.;) Tlie lloora shrill be louijued and 
iTooved , close jointeii :uid tight, iind every 
pi)rtioii thiit can be w.ilkcd or :iiepped up 
,jn shall be cove'red with hides. 

(;) It shall be furnished with lightning 
rods, to bo approved of by the oflieer ap- 
pointed under tho regulations of tho gov- 
ernor in council aforoaaid. 

7. No license shall be granted for tho 
atorage of gunpowder, nitro-glycerino or 
other explosive substance, unless tho 
oflieer granting the same ahall know that 
the magazine in which the same ia to bo 
kept is of the description required by tho 
[irece ding section. 

8. Evory proprietor or lessen of any 
powder inagai:iiio shall be personally liable 
for any penalties impoaoti for the contra- 
of this act, m respect of the conveyance 
ot poivder, nit ro-glycorine or other ex- 
plosive substance to or fr'.nii such maga- 
zine. 

9. No piM-son shall at any one time keep 
for sale or othiirwisu in any building other 
than a powder inagazinu a larger quantity 
of gunpowder, nitro-glycerino or other 
explosive substance than one hundred 
pounds in weight. 

10. The regulations I o bo made by vir- 
tue of this act ui.-iy im|)oHo penaltios for 
all infractions thuroof, or for any infrac- 
tion uf this act; the same may be recov- 
ered in a summary manner, before any 
justice of the peace having juri.idiction 
within the said limita, wh.) may order any 
person cuiivicted beloru hiiii of any such 
infraction, to pay such penalty or penal- 
ties with costs forthwith, and in default of 
payment of such penalty or penalties with 
costs to bo imprisoned for a term not ex- 
ceeding two months, unloas the said pen- 
alty or penalties and coats, including 
the coat of conveyance to gaol, be sooiiei- 
[laid. 

11. This act shall not apply to nor af- 
fect any magazine belonging to Her Ma- 
jesty, nor to tho convey:i»ce of gunpow- 
der or other e.\ plosive subatanco. or stores 
to and from llor Majesty's iniigazinos by 
her majesty's naval orinilitary forces.
